Support ambulance system 
service approved in May by the 
Romulus City Council will 
start at 8 a.m.

Police Chief Charles Kirby 
revealed Tuesday that the de¬ 
partment had a somewhat sim¬ 
ilar program last year offered 
by a different company. This 
year’s classes will be offered 
by Theresa M. Cross, Ph. D. 
and Associates and conducted 
by John Mitchell (a former 
lieutenant in the executive di¬ 
vision of the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department) at a cost 
to the city of $3,660. 

Cross and Associates state 
Mitchell is “articulate, experi¬ 
enced, poised and dynamic.” 

The department staff will be 
divided into three groups, 
Kirby said, so that every de¬ 
partment employee will un¬ 
dergo eight hours of lectures 
and other class activities. 

A separate series of classes 
for local officers is planned 
later this summer on updating 
them on current criminal laws, 
Kirby said. 

Back on May 4 a group of 
African-American residents, 
mostly from Romulus, ap¬ 
peared at a City Council meet¬ 
ing to complain that they had 
been victimized by Romulus 
police in recent months. 

The worst alleged incident 
was reported by a Romulus 
woman, who claimed police 
threw her into a ditch, injuring 
her arm when she ran out of 
her house to inquire why po¬ 
lice had stopped a car bearing 
her two sons. 

Others claimed they had 
been repeatedly stopped by 
city bike police and forced to 
exit their cars, prior to officers 
searching their vehicles al¬ 
legedly for possible drug pos¬ 
session. 

The protesters inferred they 
were only stopped by police 
because of the color of their 
skin. 

Days after the verbal 
charges, Kirby, Mayor William 
Oakley and Mayor pro tern 
Randolph Gear met with most 
of the protesters and the city 
officials agreed at that time

Ex-Westland Fire 
Chief Savini dies at 78

Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas on Tuesday ordered 
flags in the city of Westland be 
flown at half-mast in tribute of 
former Fire Chief Ralph Sav¬ 
ini, who died Monday from an 
apparent heart attack. 

Mr. Savini, a dedicated fire 
fighter and devoted family 
man, passed away in his home 
during the night. He was 78. 

“In everything he under¬ 
took, Fire Chief Ralph Savini 
always had a positive attitude 
and was committed to do the 
task. He was a true professio¬ 
nal that left an indelible mark 
upon our city. 

“In fact, this city’s main fire 
station bears his name,” said 
Thomas, who added that he 
has ordered flags to remain at 
half-mast until after the ser¬ 
vices for Mr. Savini. 

Thomas pointed out that 
even after Savini had retired 
as fire chief, he remained ac¬ 
tive in his community. 

“There wasn’t a function or 
a program that you wouldn’t 
see him at. He was someone 
who people just liked to be 
around. He truly will be mis¬ 


sed in these parts, and our 
sympathy goes out to his fam¬ 
ily.” 

Mr. Savini was born and 
raised in West Virginia and the 
Savini family moved to the 
area in the late 1930s. He 
served in the Air Force during 
World War II as a rescue mis¬ 
sion pilot in the Pacific Ocean 
theatre of operations, accord¬ 
ing to his son, Steven. 

Shortly after the war, he 
married, Joanna, and the cou¬ 
ple took up residency in Chi¬ 
cago where Mr. Savini pursued 
a TV career. The short- lived 
stint ended and he the wife 
moved to Wayne and where 
they raised their family. 

Mr. Savini became a Wayne 
fire fighter. 

When Nankin Township in¬ 
corporated and became the 
city of Westland in 1966, Mr. 
Savini passed the exam and 
left the Wayne Fire Depart¬ 
ment and joined the city of 
Westland’s where he rose to 
the top of the echelon of the 
fire department as fire chief 

Wayne Mayor Kenneth War- 
field and former fire chief of 
the city of Wayne eulogized Mr. 
Savini as a “fire fighter’s fire¬ 
man.” 

“He was a fantastic individ¬ 


ual,” said Warfield, “an indi¬ 
vidual who will never be 
forgotten in these parts. In 
fact, this area owes him a lot 
because he spearheaded the 
drive to bring the first life sup¬ 
port units and Emergency Res¬ 
cue Units here.” 

Warfield called Mr. Savini 
“the perfect role model.” 

“For 34 years I went to him 
for advice and he was always 
there for me and for others,” 
Warfield added. “There is a 
tremendous amount of respect 
for him, and the Wayne- 
Westland area will probably 
never forget him for what he 
has done here.” 

Services for Mr. Savini will 
be conducted at 11 a.m. on Fri¬ 
day at St. Mary’s Catholic 
Church in Wayne. Father Jack 
Baker will officiate. 

Rosary will be at 7 p.m. on 
Thursday. 

Interment is in Holy Sep¬ 
ulchre in Southfield. 

Mr. Savini is survived by his 
wife, Joanna, three children - 
Morian, Nancy and Steven. 

Also survived by one sister - 
Victoria Savini, and eight 
grandchildren. 

Funeral arrangements were 
made by Uht Funeral Home in 
Westland.

With the Democratic pri¬ 
mary coming on quickly, 
Thomas Hartnett of Canton is 
stepping up his efforts to be¬ 
come his party’s nominee for 
the 11th District Wayne County 
Commissioner seat.

Based on his role as a father 
and attorney, Hartnett says “I 
support the new Family Law 
Court - because I believe that 


the breakdown in the family 
unit is the county and nation’s 
number one problem.” 

On county and statewide is¬ 
sues, Hartnett said he is op¬ 
posed to casinos opening in 
Detroit and the super-majority 
tax for Wayne County (because 
he said it would hamper the 
one person-one vote pattern.

Willow Run facelift slated for 1999

Florida fires made July 4 a nightmare 


This is the season for hurricanes in cen¬ 
tral Florida. Unfortunately the area hasn’t 
seen a drop of rain in 110 days, and a new 
threat, wildfires, have devastated the 
forests, swamps and in some cases, homes 
that proliferate the area. 

This was the backdrop for my weekend 
visit to my house in Florida. If you remem¬ 
ber an earlier column - it is the one that was 
infested by termites four months ago. I was 
called down to the “sunshine state” because 
smoke thicker than a cumulus cloud laid 
heavy over my vacation home and fires had 
been spotted only a few miles away. 

Now normally I would resist the tempta¬ 
tion to write about an occuirence that takes 
place 1,300 miles away, but in this case, the 
event was all-encompassing and I was 
smack dab in the middle of it This was not a 
ftm Florida trip, but rather a hope and pray 
trip- hope and pray a fire would not con¬ 
sume the woodsy area in which I live. 

Fortunately for me, it did not happen, but 
for many others the July 4th celebration was 
a,nightmare. ABC, NBC and CBS suspended 
ail regular programming to cover the fires 
around the clock. Thus anyone watching 
television saw firsthand the fires destroying 
tljousands of acres of land and even burning 
houses. You saw residents stranded and cry¬ 
ing. You saw firefighters from 45 states bat¬ 
tling the 20-foot high flames. It made for 
great suspense television, except this was 
real and it was in your backyard. 

I knew it was going to be a weekend of 
hell, when the main artery from the Orlando 
airport to Cocoa, an expressway called the 
Beeline, was closed only moments after the 
van I was being transported in whisked me 
through. I use the term “through” because 
fires were starting to develop on the north 
side of the highway. Later I found out those 
fires actually jumped the expressway and 
began burning in the median, thus the high¬ 
way was shut down. 

That was only one of dozens of roads that 
were closed. The main noi1h-south artery, I- 



95 was closed 
for a week. All 
roads from the 
coast to Orlan¬ 
do were closed 
at one point or 
another. The 
entire county of 
Flagler was evacuated. Just imagine Emer¬ 
gency Management ordering all people in 
Wayne County to leave their homes and flee 
the county. Traffic was snarled on all roads. 
People ran out of gas because the service 
stations along the evacuation routes were 
pumped dry. Fender benders became fist 
fights. This could have easily been a scene 
out of “Armageddon” or “Gkidzilla”. 

Unfortunately, it was real, and all related 
to a disaster we rarely consider - FIRE! It is 
hard to explain, but the best firefighters 
with the best equipment could not contain 
the wildfires. Once a fire was contained in 
one area, another equally as fierce would 
crop up a mile down the road. The desert¬ 
like conditions combined with human fire¬ 
bugs that started many of the blazes, was, al¬ 
most too much to handle. And then when 
the winds picked-up, the fires became un¬ 
controllable, burning everything in their 
path. 

Finally, the firefighters began getting the 
upperhand on late Saturday. The wind died 
and sprinklings of rain could be found in 
some areas. Sunday was more of the same. 
Late Monday the torrential rain all Florida 
residents prayed for, came and the fires 
were finally beaten by Mother Nature. 

The damage was staggering. Over 500,000 
acres were burned. Over 100 homes were 
destroyed. The damage estimates are a hur- 
ricane-like half a billion dollars. After expe¬ 
riencing the eye of the firestorm. I’m here to 
tell you with all the majestic forest land we 
have in Michiganwe'caneounteur blessings 
that fires haven’t reared their ugly head 
here.

Tax breaks to 
help students 
go to college 

To the editor: 

As high school seniors and 
their families prepare this 
month for graduation parties 
and ceremonies, many might 
still be considering which col¬ 
lege to attend this fall. For 
most students and their par¬ 
ents, the choice of where to 
continue one’s education is in 
large part influenced by the 
cost of tuition. 

To help families address the 
steadily rising cost of a college 
degree, I sponsored legisla¬ 
tion, now law, that establishes 
a tax credit of up to $375 for 
students or their parents. This 
tax credit is applicable only 
for schools who cap their tu¬ 
ition increases at or below the 
rate of inflation from year to 
year. 

This two-pronged ap¬ 
proached to making higher ed¬ 
ucation more affordable in 
Michigan has proven to be ef¬ 
fective. Not only are students 
saving with lower tuition costs, 
but they are also rewarded 
with a tax credit. 

Just four years ago, average 
tuition increases at many 
Michigan universities and col¬ 
leges was close to 10 percent - 
three times the rate of infla¬ 
tion! Last year, with the tuition 
tax credit as an incentive, 38 
Michigan schools worked to 
keep their tuition costs down, 
thus enabling students to qual¬ 
ify for the tax credit. 

Students who were eligible 
were those who attended: 

Public Universities: Central 
Michigan; Grand Valley State; 
Lake Supervisor State; Michi¬ 
gan State; Michigan Techno¬ 
logical University; Northern 
Michigan; Saginaw Valley 
State; University of Michigan, 
Ann Arbor and Dearborn cam¬ 
puses; Wayne State. 

Community Colleges: Bay 
De Noc; Delta; Grand Rapids; 
Jackson; Mid- Michigan; Mott; 
North Central; Northwestern 
Michigan; Oakland; School¬ 


craft; Washtenaw; Wayne 
County. 

Private Colleges: Alma; Aq¬ 
uinas; Cleary; Concordia; 
Davenport; Detroit College of 
Business; Great Lakes; Hill¬ 
sdale; Kendall College of Art & 
Design; Northwood University; 
Olivet; Reformed Bible; Spring 
Arbor; William Tyndale. 

Helping to make higher ed¬ 
ucation more affordable and 
accessible to the students of 
Michigan is something that I 
take pride in. While the tuition 
tax credit is an innovative first 
step, we must continue to find 
ways to improve financial ac¬ 
cess to the Michigan’s higher 
education system.

They will be seeing some of 
the finest ball players in the 
nation play right here in 
Wayne,'' said Larry Quartuc- 
cio, manager of Jimmies. 

It was through Quartuccio's 
efforts 22 years ago that a tour¬ 
nament was named for the 


slain officer became a reality. 
He has managed to build the 
invitational into one of the 
best of its kind. 

“This tournament has al¬

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Drunk driving audit released 


Drunk driving arrests re¬ 
mained constant in 1997, ac¬ 
cording to the just released 
1997 Michigan Annual Drunk 
Driving Audit. 

The audit, distributed by 
the Michigan State Police, Of¬ 
fice of Highway Safety Plan¬ 
ning, contains statewide and 
county information regarding 
drunk arrests and crashes as 
well as the convictions taking 
place when the cases are 
brought to court. 

In 1997 there were 60,665 
alcohol-related arrests in 
Michigan compared to 61,119 
in 1996. When compared to 
1969 arrests figures, drunk 
driving arrest in Michigan 
have increased more than 284 
percent. 

In addition, there has been 
a decrease of 40.5 percent in 
the number of alcohol-related 
fatal crashes since 1969. 

The year 1984 still remains 
the leading year in drunk driv¬ 
ing arrests with 79,812. Drunk 
driving arrests in the Upper 
Peninsula increased by 28 ar¬ 
rests while arrests in the 
Lower Peninsula decreased by 
482 arrests. 

Two of Michigan’s 83 coun¬ 
ties showed a significant in 
crease with Kalkaska county 
increasing from 127 in 1996 to 
255 in 1997 and Arenac county 


While there still remains 
drunk drivers on 
Michigan roadways, 
their chances of getting 
caught have increased 
tremendously. 


increasing from 134 in 1996 to 
235 in 1997. 

“The Office of Highway 
Safety Planning law enforce¬ 
ment, and a host of private 
agencies have, over the years, 
aggressively educated and en¬ 
forced the importance of not 
driving drunk,” said Betty J. 
Mercer, OHSP Director. 

“While there still remains 
drunk drivers on Michigan 
roadways, their chances of get¬ 
ting caught have increased tre- 
mendously. With so many 
cellular phones now in use, we 
encourage the public to help 
out and report suspected 
drunk drivers by dialing 9-11. 

Men continue to far outnum 
ber women in drunk driving 
arrests. In 1997, 81 percent of 
those charged with an alcohol 
related driving offense were 
male, down slightly from 83 
percent in 1996. Youth arrests 
under the “Zero Tolerance’’ 
law increased six percent from 


1996 to 1997. 

Of the 60,665 arrests for Op¬ 
erating under the influence of 
Intoxicating Liquor (OUIL), 
45,070 tested at .10 BAG or 
higher, the per se intoxication 
level. The Department of State 
provides the resulting convic¬ 
tion (arrest disposition) data 
for this report from informa¬ 
tion furnishing by the courts. 
In 1997, there were: 

-25,910 persons convicted of 
OUIL or Unlawful Bodily Alco¬ 
hol Content (UBAC) 

-30,539 persons convicted 
for the lesser offense of Oper¬ 
ating While Impaired 

-51 persons convicted for 
OUIL resulting in a death 
-70 persons convicted for 
OUIL resulting in a serious in¬ 
jury 

-1,605 persons convicted un¬ 
der the “Zero Tolerance” law 
-10 persons convicted of the 
Commercial Driver License of¬ 
fense of having a .04 BAG while 
operating a commercial motor 
vehicle 

Overll, traffic fatalities de¬ 
clined in 1997, down almost 4 
percentage points from 1996. 

There were 1,446 traffic fa¬ 
talities in Michigan last year. 
Of those, approximately 38 per¬ 
cent were alcohol-involved 
fatal crashes; 554 persons died 
as compared to 555 in 1996.
